What Two Trampe Have to fay About the
Shooting of Brakeman Stuk.sbury,

WERE FORCED TO JUMP FROM THE TRAIN

Clalm that the Injured Man Approached
Them with a Revolver and Club-—
Suspletons Clrenmstances Sur-
rounding the Caso,

The two tranps who were found walking
along the track near Island park yesterday
mortiing Just after the body of the wounded
brakeman, Stukesbury, wus found, were
taken by the police ofcers yesterday and
given n thorough quizeing. They were at
firat Inclined to Kave nothing to saf but
Inter on admitted that they were on the car
Wheni the brakeman came Aamong themn.
He was armed with a revolyer and eluly
they claimed, and ordered them to climb to
the top of the box car next to the flat oar
upon which they were standing. They chose
to jump, and as the train was going at the
rate of thirty miles per hour they iwers con-
siderably eklnned up when they reached
torra firma.

They clalmed they did not hear the pistol
shot, but a pistol was found lying about 160
fent wouth of the place where they Jumped
off, and 1t was undouhtedly the plstol that

did the damage, for It had two  empty
chambers. - ;

Chrlstian assoclation hospital  in Councll
Hiufs, but just how serious hix wounds wiil
prove cannot be told, say hin physioians, fur
a day of two. Both wounds, that in the
left enr, as well s that in the thront, now
goom to have been made by the same bullet,
according to the belief of the hospltal gnr-
geons, Stukesbury I8 very weak, although
perfectly conscious and suffering no paln,
but hix physiclans have prohiblted him from
heing troubled with visitors anid he hins been
allowed to talk but dlttle, He hag said,
however, that he was standing on the lad-
der of & box car when the shot was fired at
Wi by n man standing on an adjocent fiat
ear. The ball i thought to have entered
the upper part of the left ear, traveled
wlong the eide of the head and neck, finally
coming out about the middle of the throat
Upon this theory it seems fittle less than
n miracle that it should have avolded cutting
the jugular vein,

The only fear s that the Injured
man will be unuble to identify the man who
fired the shot should he be found,

Last evening the injured man was rest-
ing comfortably, and his physiclans stated
that his chances for recovery were very
gool.

The deseription of the man who i8 sup-
poged to have done the ehooting has been
given to the police. He I8 supposed to be
28 or 30 years old, heavy sef, medium
helght, five feet eight inches, smooth face,
dark complexion, wearing dark clothes, with
blue pateh just above the left Knee.

CROP PROSPECTS.

YWhat the Councll Bluffs Frult Growers

Think of the Situnation,

A meetlng of the Council Bluffs Fruit
Growers Shipping association was held yes-
terday afternoon gt the rooms of the asso-
olgtion in the Hughes  bullding. About
thirty fruit growers were present, and one
dechledly Interesting feature. was a sort of
“pxperlence meeting,' in which each one of
them was called upon to tell what had been
the smount of his damage suffered by rea-
son of the recent visit of Jack Frost, and
aléo to tell what the prospects were in view
of the impending drouth. The following
s the substance of the remarks of ench one:

President Alexander Wood—It might be
worge. I lost two acres and a hall of
grapes, or about 20 per cent of my whole
crop, The potatoes thit 1 thought killed by
the frost are coming up oagain. The dry
apell has not affected my place much, 1
finve very few apples and about half a erop
of cherries,

W. H. Kuhn—My grapes scem killed up
to Inst year's wood, and I am more afrald
for next ‘vear's crop than I am for this
The vines and trees 1 bhad on the high

ound were hurt very little. Think my
oss will amount to four-fifths on grapes,
one-half on plumbg and one-third on apples,

. B. Hall—Raspberries all gone, grapes
hurt very little. Lost a third of my black-
berries, no strawberrles, cherrles  nor
plums. Will have a light crop of apples.
The dry weather Is hurting me more than
the frost,

Lewis Hammer—Lost  all  my
plums, elerrles and blackberries,

2. B Crandull—Grapes wore not hurt by
frost, but two-thirda of my Concords are
glow on sccount of the drouth and 1 won't
have a full erop.  Blackberries are all right,

G. . Rlce—Swiet potatoes were not hurt
by frost, but potatoes were well killed,

grapes,

Not more than 5 per cent ol my grapes
were hurt. Good crop of apples, cherrles
very poor, Struwborries haven't  made

growth, and the hot sun withers them.

Peter Welse—Lost four acres of grapes
and four of berrles. Lost one-third of cn-
tire crop of plums, and If we don't get
rain In i few doys grapes and cherrles will
ba damaged.

J. J. Hamilton—Frost hasn't hurt any-
thing, but the drouth may,

J. H, Gregg—Frost husn't hurt anything.
Some apple trees and grape vines are well
filled.

W. 8 Keellne—Lost two and one-fourth
peres and one-fourth acre of raspberries,
Blackberries unhurt, but strawberries are

drying up and won't give a crdp unless
there I8 ruin.  Cherrles and groapes are all
right, Potatoes were Killed, but are coming
up again,

Al Royer—Lost 10 per cent by frost.

A, C. Hanck—Grapes are all right, but
plums, berries and many apples are killed,
Haos hurt prospects for next year's yield,
even I raln comes soon, One neighbor lost

one-half his grapes and two others two-
thirds,
Dr. Destken—TLoet four acres of grapes,

one-half my black raspberries, rod rasph r-
ries and blackberries, and all my strawber-
ries.

Samuel Avery—OCrapes nearly totul loss,
half of my vineyvard destroyed. Black rasp-
berrles all gone, not a red raspberry, can't
see any plume, Full erop of chvrries, but
they stay the same glde amd drop off before
ripe. Blockberries not burt, but strawber-
riex are all gone.

John Bylvester—Raspberries and blackber-
ries hurt elightly, other fralts all right,

Walter Cannlng—No damage. X

Hobert Willey—Ditto,

Oliver Bmith—0ne-third bluckberrics
saved, and one-hall raspberries.  Strawbor-
ries all gone, but grapes not hurt.

L. 0. Willinms—Nol a handful of raspber-
ries, strawberrles, plums or potatoes. Only
thing escaped was currants, Blackberr.es,
three-quarter erop.  About half or  two-
thirds of vineyard was hurt

HEATED MASS MEETING IN SAN FRANCISCO

B te Fand the Rallrond Debts  Des
nounecd ns w Huge Job Backed by Cor-
ruption — Muantington wod Other
Directors Personally Liable.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 28—A Dbig mnss
méeting was hold here Iast night at which
citlzens demanded that the Southern Pacifie
rond, which controls most of the street rall-

ways of the elty, grant a bG-cent fare from

the ferry to the ocean. Adolph Sutro, the
millenaire philanthropist, who Is suld to own
one-tenth of the entlre areax of San Fran-

clneo, has offered o glve his famous Sutro
Helghts property, ovérlooking the ocean to
the city, for a public park, provided the fare
{8 redueed from 10 ¢ents to 6 centn. Sulro
vulues e property at §1,000,000.

The meeting adopted a long preamble and
resolutione relative to the bill now pending
In congress to fund, the Pacific rallroad dehts,
maoking those I)llhﬂ'!lil'll! payable In 100
years with Interost at 2 per vent,

The preamble declares that such leglelation
would rob the people of the Uniteld SBtitex
and practieally amount to a gift of $76.000.-
000 to the Central Paciic rallwoy; that un-
der thoe Jaws of Californin the Individual
stockholders at the time the debt’ was In-
curred are personally liable and that the for-
tunes of & P. Huntington and €. F. Crocker,
the Hopking and Stanford cstates can  be
maide lable for the Indebteduness. The con-
cluding resolutions denounce the bill before
congress ns o huge job, backed by n corrup-
tion fund and desigred to releass the rall-
roud conpanies from thoir indebtednese, ati
algo call upon congress to investigate the
charges of bribery and punish those who
may have beeni found gullty.

Trying to Get Together,

NEW YOHK, May 26.—At the Chicago
meeting of the western presidents, ol which
the detalls of the new asgoclition were
worked out, W, W. Findlay, general traffle
manager of the Great Northern, was ap-
pointed to confer with the Panama rallway
und Pacific mail steamship officers to find
out whether an early settlement of thelr
difficulties was possible, and if not to re-
port what terms the Panama Rallroad ecm-
pany, with s Indepondent line of steamers
out of both New York and San Franclsco,
was willing to maoake with the transcontl-
nental lines, Mr. Finlny hnd a conference
today with the Panamn officials, and after
he had obtained a full stutement from them
he called upan ¢ P, Huntington, president
of the Pacific Mail compnany. The Pacific
Mall official: refuse to disclose the result of
the conference, but It I8 understood they
assured Mr. Finlay that Mr. Huntington
has had their ultimatum for several weeks,
and tkat if the Pacific Mall company comn-
plied the wsouthern transcontinental situn-
tion could be adjusted at any moment just
as satisfactorily as when the subsidy ex-
isted.

It I8 said that if the Pacific Mall com-
pany does not come to an early agreement
to the Pancma rallway the new asscciat.on
will make a deal with the Panama rallway
for the operation of lts line between New
York and San Francisco In harmony with
the western association jrrespective of the
Pacific Mall, and possibly leave the Stuthern
Paciflec out also. It is reported that the
Pacific Mail, after June 15, may continue
to run its Atlantie vessels in opposition to
the Columbine, whieh has chartered the
stenmers of the old Brazillan line, and that
there will be the livellest kind of develop-
ments shortly, Some lively developments
In the Isthmian and southern situation are
promised also.
